Although  several  more  of  our  mem- 
bers failed  to  return,  others  came  to  join  us,  so  our  number  was  not  greatly 
changed.  The  Valentine  party  given  in  our  honor  by  Miss  Boyd,  our  new 
v  honorary  member,  and  Mary  Beat;  as  well  as  the  campfire  supper  at  Riverside 

J I  Park,  at  which  time  we  entertained  the  seniors  of  '23,  are  events  to  be  remem- 

r  bered  during  this  year. 

When  the  Fall  of  1923  found  us  at  Red  Oak  in  the  role  of  seniors,  we 
learned  that  our  ranks  were  considerably  thinner  than  the  year  before,  yet  we 
numbered  twenty-eight,  the  largest  senior  class  in  the  history  of  the  school.  At 
this  time  we  found  plenty  of  work  in  store  for  us,  for  in  addition  to  our  regu- 
lar school  work,  there  was  the  senior  play,  which  we  gave  in  February,  and  also 
the  annual,  which  we  published  in  the  Spring.  But  realizing  that,  "All  work  and 
no  play  makes  Jack  a  dull  boy,"  Miss  Boyd,  still  our  honorary  member,  little 
Ellen  Mclntyre,  our  Mascot,  the  Junior  Class,  and  several  of  our  other  friends 
delightfully  entertained  us  on  various  occasions.
